Svetonar Temjorelf in Munbefs

The Bohemians and the Magyars, an the anly 1wo
considerable nationalities whally within the boundaries
of the Austro-Hungarian ampire, deserve apacial men-
tlom 1A any mdécount of the past and present of the
dual monarehy

Pragie, the capital of the Csacha, s one of the oid-
oAt contera of civillsation in central Parope, The
sgoiden period of Bohemia came in the relgas of
Ottokar, Lhe rival of Rodolf of Hapsbury, and of Otto-
kar's son, Wencesintin 11, whe was Wung of Folana
and of Moravia, as well as of Bohemin. The memory
of Weneedlaua (o cherished by Caechs as an ideal of
nationsl unity,

The Caech matlon took a ploneer part In the vast
Inlsllectual and religious movement known as the Me-
formation. John Huss, the Bohemlan apostis of nom-
conformity, preceded Martin Luther by a good half
cenlury, and wan the first great continenial leader
of thought to respond to the teachings of John Wyellt
of England

The Hussita protest against the existing escciest-
astical order took on a disincily national character.
Hupamoned to Home by Pope Alexander V (1410) to ex-
plain his Wyrclifite doctrines, Huss declined to obey
tha summons. Hia deflance of the Papacy produced
a profound Impression, not only In Bohemia but in
Poland as well, and he was greeled as a Elavio leader,

Placed undopy tha ban of heresy, Huss in 144 ro-
palred to Conmtancs to defond himself before the
coumenical councll convened there. Althoush he had
mfe-conductas granted by Wencesiaus IV of Bohemis
and by Biglemund, German emperor and king of Hun-
kary, and was escorted by a powerful sulte of Bohem-
inn and Polish nobles, he waas publicly burned, with
his wrilings, and his aahes wors cast Into the Rhine.
The five hundredth anniversary of his dsath was ob.
perved In Bohemia and 'n many Protestant countries
this year a» an ovent that mkrked an epoch in the
history of rellgious liberalism.

In the war that followed the tragedy of Constances,
Rigismund was eventually victarious, But the impetun
which Hupe and his ald, Jerome of Prague, had given
1o the nallonal awakening was too greal to be sup=
:ntnd. The Germanization of Bohemia was definitaly
alted.

The University of Pragus, founded m 188 on the
model of the University of Paris by the Emperor
Chariea IV, for many years served as a battlefleld
in the stiuggle between the nationalities. Finally, in
1582 having found it impossible to glve to the anclent
institution n distinctively Slavie charactar, the Cusch
professors and students, under the patronage of the
Emperor Francis Joseph, succeoded In eatablishing »

soparate university as an offshool of the one founded
by Charies 1V, -

The relations between the older Institutlon and the
Younger present a curfous duality. The Bohomians
avall themseives freely of their sight to the use of the
excoptionally rich lbrary of the German university,
but mingle not at all with the German studentis—e
state of affalrs which adda to the flavor of academic
life in the splendid ol Ceech capital. That center of
Slavie culture has served within the last fifty years
88 & source of light and leading for the so-called
younger Slavic mationalities, such as the Serblens, the
Bulgarians, and the Montonegrins. The University of
Bofla, for Instunce, in In some sense the daughter of
the Usniversity of Pragus, as many of the leachers In
the Bulgarian institution either were Bohemians or
wore educated In Prague. The first minister of edu-
cation in Bulgarin after its liberation In 1878 was Dr,
Constantin Irecek, the eminent historian and archeol-
ogist of Prague, ]
